TO HIM. 

HE villain of the bird family— 
that’s the Cooper’s hawk, and he 
desérves no,mercy. Because of 
the habits of this big hawk and 

two others in his class, all birds of 
prey have received a black eye. As a 
result “anti-vermin” campaigns and 
hawk canipaigns are being waged over 
the country, and many beneficial 
hawks, like the marsh hawk (he with 
the white band across his tail), the 
sparrow, and the red shouldered hawk, 
are being killed off. There are three 
killers that are dyed“in the wool 
villains—Cooper’s, the sharp shinned, 
and the goshawk. Farmers killing 
other spécies' are wiping out useful 
allies that destroy many noxious mice 
and other rodents each year. 
The Cooper’s hawk is a long tailed 
bird of prey,-but that feature does not 
identify him. The marsh hawk, 4 
beneficial bird, is also long tailed. But 
the latter usually flies slowly -over the 
fields, and always shows that white 
stripe on his tail. Another thing, the 
Cooper’s hawk (also known as the blue 
darter) usually takes his victims in 
full flight, while the marsh hawk in- 
variably es his catches of 
ete., on the ground. This diff 
is, of course, due to the character of 
the prey. The darters feed almost ex- 
clusively on birds, while the marsh 
hawks. prey on mice, snakes, grass- 
hoppers, etc. . fs,

Cooper’s hawk is THE chicken 
hawk if there is such a bird. He 
sure does a bunch of damage every 
year, as he has strength enough to 
carry away a full sized: chicken, 
grouse or rabbit. It is Keen about 
‘domesticated doves, too. Let one of 
these hawks locate a cote that is easy 
of approach and the owner can figuré 
on losing a couple a day at least. 

The Cooper’s hawk has a black cap 
‘and a rounded tall—two features 
pwhich, with its large-size, are quite 
distinctive,

HENS CALL FOR MORE GRAI 
. IN COLD WEATHER. 

ARM weather this season has 
made it possible for poultry 
keepers to hold their feed 
bills down. Cold weather ap- 

parently has set in, and, while there 
may be warm days from time to time; 
the temperature will be low enough 
that more grain will be required. The 
kind of feed given should vary with 
the season. Grains are known to be 
heat. producing feeds and should be 
fed according to the weather. In gen- 
eral good poultry feeders increase the 
grain ration in cold weather and re- 
duce it in the summer.4 

Layers require more grain in winter 
than in summer because some of it is 
used to keep the body warm. With au 
uncerstanding of the requirements at 
different times in the year; Dr. L. EB. 
Card, head of the poultry department, 
University of Illinois, has worked out 
this schedule, showing the approxi- 
mate quantities of scratch grain to 
feed 100 hen: : ,
